BERKELEY (AP)—The flunking grade given a University of 
California sophomore after he picketed in uniform against com- 
pulsory ROTC has become a national student issue. The United 
States National Student Association asked the university’s Aca- 
demic Senate to review the “F” given James Creighton in military 
training for the fall term “in an effort to establish the grade he 
ought to have received for his classroom and drill field perform- 
ance.” “Creighton has been penalized academically for non-academ- 
ic behavior unrelated to the classroom,” a USNSA request stated.

‘Today's Issues Can Be Better Understood | 
If Placed in Realms of Human Experience’ 


By JOYCE BAUER 

“Issues today can be bet- 
ter understood if we place 
their roots not in the prob- 
lems of the physical world, 
but begin with human ex- 
perience,” asserted Dr, Philip 
Wheelwright in his Convocation 
address Wednesday. 

Defines Three Methods 

Wheelwright framed his ap- 
proach to the question What Is 
Religious Truth on two extreme 
methods: credoism and positiv- 
ism; and a moderate method 
which he named perspectival. 
He defined credoism as the at- 
titude which holds one’s own 
religion to be true and dis 
counts any other 

Positivism, he 


explained, is 


the acceptance as true only 
that which can be verified by 


scientific method. Positivism 
holds there is no such thing as 
religious truth, but only reli- 
gious attitudes. 

“Both are dogmatic in the 
abstract sense,” Wheelwright 
explained, “in that both are 
closed systems.” 

Perspective Is Important 

Clarifying his preferred me- 
thod, perspectival, he stated it 
is looking at a preblem in 
several varying perspectives at 
different times. It is an attempt 
to combine direction with flexi- 
bility. It is the ability to see 
something which somehow can- 
not be named or worked into 
existing world theories, but 
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which, nevertheless, 
a direction.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)-—Op- 
eration Abolition, the House 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities film report on the 
San Francisco City Hall demon- 
stration, has greatly increased 
the determination and the scale 
of student opposition to the 
committee. 

The temporary student organ- 
izations on San Francisco area 
campuses which planned and 
organized the demonstrations 
against the May, 1960, hearings 
have become continuing groups. 

The San Francisco area group 
leaders have worked intensively 
drafting and disseminating 
their answers to the committee 
film's charge that the student 
demonstrators performed as 
communist dupes and puppets 
who were “toying with treason.” 

Film Distorts 

The students contend the film 
grossly distorts into 2 commu- 
nist coup a protest which was 
undertaken with reasoned and 
honest conviction, They insist 
the major aggravation was the 
committee's ticket admission 
policy which excluded all but 
a handful of students from the 
hearing room. 

Sixty-four students were ar- 
rested after police turned fire 
hoses on the demonstrators in- 
side City Hall. The police say 
they used hoses after the crowd 
refused to disperse and surged 
toward the hearing room doors 

Hoses Uncalled For 

The students have compiled 
eye witness accounts declaring 
the hoses spurted without any 
act of aggression by the dem- 
onstrators. 

“The growing indignation 
against Operation Abolition en- 
courages us to hope that it may 
well turn into a Frankenstein’s 
monster that will destroy its 
makers,” said Irving Hall, 24, of 
Pomona, a California graduate 
student. 

“The committee's film propa- 
ganda effort, with all its dis 
honest distortions, is exposing 
the committee's freedom — 
threatening character and pur- 
poses more vividly than any- 
thing it has done before,” Hall 
declared.

Hoover Report 

In July came the Hoover

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Questions Cafeteria 


Editor, The State Hornet: 

In an article in last week's 
Hornet, Executive Dean Dr. F. 
Blair Mayne was said to have 
reported that last year the SSC 
cafeteria “operated at about a 
$2000 loss as a result of having 
the cafeteria closed for remod- 
eling.” 

The fact that I can get (seem- 
ingly) better food at (seeming- 
ly) better prices at a number of 
restaurants and cafeterias down- 
town fills me with a certain 
amvunt of curiosity. Our cafe- 
teria. according to the article, 
“tries to make just enough to 
avoid a loss.” 

Magnitude 

The restaurants and cafeterias 
downtown, I assume, are out to 
make a profit. Why, then, are 
food prices (seemingly) higher 
at the SSC cafeteria than down- 
town? Perhaps the only reason 
I am disturbed by this question 
is becsuse I don't really see the 
magnijude of the whole situa-

Perhaps, for example, the 
food here at SSC is really much 
better than the food downtown 
from a nutritional standpoint. 


Publish Figures 


I am sure that Dr. Mayne 
would not mind publishing the 
budget figures in the Hornet so 
that I, and others who might be 
curious about the matter, might 
become more cognizant of the 
problems involved, Last week's 
article stated that “exact fig- 
ures are not available because 
of difficulty of interpretation.”
